Budoff described “affordable” as aimed at 
persons having an income of $19,000 
to $41,000 per year. The agreement for 
retail space requires that 35% of the

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ANC (Advisory Neighborhood Commission) 
and SWNA (Southwest Neighborhood 
Assembly) Explained

T he SWNA (Southwest Neigh¬ 
borhood Assembly) is a private, 
non-profit citizens organization. 
All adult Southwest residents are automati¬ 
cally members and may vote for officers 
and members of the board of directors in 
privately sponsored elections each March. 
At-large, representatives are chosen from 
each of the four quadrants of Southwest, as 
divided by M Street, 4th Street, and Dela¬ 
ware Avenue. Monthly community meet¬ 
ings give the community information. The 
SWNA meets the fourth Monday each 
month (except in July or August). Meet¬ 
ings are announced in the Southwester and 
on local bulletin boards. 

Task Forces and committees work to 
further the mission of the SWNA, which 
is to conduct charitable and educational 
activities in the community. The Scholar¬ 
ship Committee of SWNA has assisted 
more than 200 neighborhood youths over 
the past 31 years. Last year, 11 students 
were given over $6000 in direct assistance. 
The Youth Activities Task Force of SWNA 
supports several major youth programs in 
the neighborhood. YTAF sponsors a Safe 
Sitter program, a summer basketball tour¬ 
nament, a summer swimming, and bowl¬ 
ing program. The Southwester newspaper 
publishes monthly and has a circulation 
of 8,000. 

The SWNA’s website www.swdc.org, 
contains more information about the orga¬ 
nization and its programs, as well as their 
annual report. 

The ANC is a non-partisan, neighbor¬ 
hood organization made up of locally 
elected representatives called Advisory 
Neighborhood Commissioners. They are 
elected at regular city elections on even 
numbered years for two-year terms and 
serve without pay. ANCs were established 
to bring government closer to the people, 
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and to bring the people closer to govern¬ 
ment. In addition to providing residents 
with a greater say in the matters that affect 
their neighborhoods, ANCs were intended 
to end the duplication of effort caused by 
the proliferation of special citizen advisory 
groups. 

Citywide, there are 37 ANCs. Each 
ANC area is subdivided into a number 
of smaller areas. Since only one commis¬ 
sioner is elected per district, the districts 
are called single member districts (SMDs). 
Each SMD consists of about 2,000 people. 
ANC 6D includes 6 SMDs of near South¬ 
west (zip code 20024) and one SMD along 
M St., SE past the Navy Yard. 

Although the ANCs have little formal 
power, their primary responsibility is to be 
the neighborhoods official voice in advis¬ 
ing the District government (and federal 
agencies) on things that affect their neigh¬ 
borhoods. District law says that agencies 
cannot take any action that will affect a 
neighborhood unless they give the appro¬ 
priate ANC 30 days advance notice. This 
includes actions on zoning, streets, recre¬ 
ation, education, social services, sanitation, 
planning, safety and health. The ANCs 
also initiate recommendations for improv¬ 
ing city services, conduct neighborhood 
improvement programs, and monitor resi¬ 
dent complaints. For more information or 
to request time on the agenda to present a 
concern or problem to the ANC, call 554- 
1795. The ANC meets the 2nd Monday 
of each month (except in November and 
December, it’s the 3rd Monday) at 7:00 
p.m. located at the Millennium Arts Cen¬ 
ter at 65 “I” (Eye) Street, S.W The ANC 
website address is www.anc6d.wdcnet.net. 

Why do we have an ANC and SWNA? 

They have different mandates. SWNA 
can initiate lawsuits, but ANCs, according 
to law, cannot. On the other hand, govern¬ 
ment agencies must give “great weight” to 
ANCs but not necessarily to other neigh¬ 
borhood groups. Given their complimen¬ 
tary strengths and weaknesses, the ANC 
and the SWNA work closely to protect 
and further the interests of the Southwest 
neighborhood.

The Life And Legacy Of Dr. Martin 
Luther King; A Chronology

His Life 

01/15 1929 - Born in Atlanta, Geor¬ 
gia. 

02/13 1957 - Elected the first presi¬ 
dent of The Southern Leadership Confer¬ 
ence on the day that it was founded at 
a meeting of ministers in New Orleans, 
Louisiana.. Later in the year, its name will 
be changed to the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference. 

05/17 1957 - Organized The Prayer 
Pilgrimage attracted a crowd of over 
30,000) which was held on the steps of 
the Lincoln Memorial in Washington, 
DC. 

12/05 1957 - Awarded the NAACP’s 
Spingarn Medal for his leadership of the 
Montgomery Bus Boycott. 

04/03 1963 - Led the Birmingham 

anti-segregation campaign. Before it is 
over, more than 2,000 demonstrators, 
including King, will be arrested. 

08/27 1963 - Delivered his “ I Have 
A Dream “ speech on the steps of the 
Lincoln Memorial in Washington, DC 
during the 1963 March on Washington. 

12/10 1964 - Awarded the Nobel 

Peace Prize. In his acceptance speech, he 
dramatically rejects racism and war and 
reaffirms his commitment to “unarmed 
truth and unconditional love.” He was 
the youngest person to earn the award. 

01/02 1965 - Led the Selma, Ala¬ 

bama voter registration drive. It is a major 
effort to get African American voters reg¬ 
istered to vote in Alabama. 

04/21 1965 - Led thousands of march¬ 
ers in the completion of the first leg of a 
five-day freedom march from Selma to 
Montgomery, Alabama, dramatizing the 


denial of voting rights for African Ameri¬ 
cans. The marchers are protected by U.S. 
Army troops and federalized Alabama 
National Guardsmen because of violence 
encountered earlier, including the fatal 
beating of a white minister, Reverend 
James J. Reeb. 

08/06 1965 - Witnessed the signing 
of The Voting Rights Act by President 
Lyndon B. Johnson in the same room that 
Abraham Lincoln signed the Emancipa¬ 
tion Proclamation. The signing is also 
witnessed by Mrs. Rosa Parks and other 
civil rights leaders. The Act suspends the 
use of literary tests and calls for federal 
examiners to ensure fair elections in the 
South. 

01/17 1966 - Opened his civil rights 
campaign in Chicago, Illinois. This marks 
the first time, during the civil rights 
movement, that the campaign takes place 
in a northern city. 

06/07 1966 - Continued the voter 

registration march from Memphis, Ten¬ 
nessee to Jackson, Mississippi results in 
the registration of almost 4,000 African 
Americans. The march had been inter¬ 
rupted the previous day by the shooting 
of James Meredith, by a white sniper. 

04/03 1968 - Delivered his famous 

“mountaintop” speech to a rally of strik¬ 
ing sanitation workers. 

04/04 1968 - Assassinated in Mem¬ 
phis, Tennessee. 

04/09 1968 - Buried after funeral 

services at Ebenezer Baptist Church and 
memorial services at Morehouse College 
in Atlanta, Georgia. More than 300,000 
persons march behind the coffin of the 
slain leader which is carried through the 
streets of Atlanta on a farm wagon pulled

HS for some time as a librarian. By 1885 
he was working as a draftsman and in 
1886 began to display the title, Architect. 
More than 50 years of work titled him 
Dean of Architects and his activism in 
civic affairs earned him a Certificate of 
Distinction by the Central HS Alumni 
Association in 1942. 

The “Origin of the Building Regula¬ 
tions” by Appleton P. Clark, Jr. states the 
terms and conditions for regulating the 
materials and manner of the buildings 
and improvements on the lots of the City 
of Washington as set forth by our found¬ 
ing father October 17, 1791. Well orga¬ 
nized space, light, and air can be clearly 
seen in each of the SW Sanitary Housing 
Designs. CLARK went on to be the sole

architect for all of the “Sanitary” housing 
built in SW (Only 4 of 8 blocks contain¬ 
ing these designs remain). 

Square 0651: Only a portion of the 
units built on this square remain, due to 
development on M St. and South Capital 
St.; The 1200 block of Half St. WSIC 
# 0289 & Carrollsburg WSIC # 4733 
& 4907 and 7 N St. WSIC # 4932 (the 
“Hole in the Wall” corner store). These 
2 story row-houses where designed as 
flats (2 separate units). Every room has 
a window, allowing air & light (interior 
bathroom by way of “shaft window” and 
a skylight to accommodate the stairway). 
Gas light and coal for stove heat, cooking 
and hot water to the sinks and bathroom 
where both hot & cold water were pro¬ 
vided and a water closet (indoor toilet). 
Ample storage was provided by closets 
in the hallways & rooms, including the 
kitchen (pantry). The kitchens were big 
enough for a table and chairs or a small 
dining space was provided in the design. 
The exterior doors had 4 lights (glass 
panes) at the top with the front door 
installed with a door bell and mail slot. 

Square 0547E: 1410-1414, 3rd St., 
1411-1415 Canal, 200-220 O St. and 
201-217 P St. (entire block) WSHC 
Permit# 201606, 4/20/1937 Unlike their 

predecessor these “flats” share a common 
exterior entry door and shared exterior 
stairways from individual outside porch¬ 
es. My research indicates these structures 
were built to provide affordable housing 
opportunities for Whites (west of what 
was James Creek). Segregation by Area, 
within Southwest, was Alive and Well. 

Square 0654: 1401-1415 Half St. 
WSIC Permit # 215349, 8/3/1938 and 

34-38 O & 35-39 P St. (Tele Court) 
was built in 1939. These were apartments 
built for Colored workers in need of 
affordable housing. These 10 buildings 
housed 56 apartments. The individual

buildings form a rear “courtyard” to house 
aspects of daily living. Concrete walkways 
in the rear yard create a park like area, 
perfect for “neighborly interaction.” This 
was the east side of what was James Creek, 
“the Colored Area of Southwest”. 

Square 0546E: 221 O St. (Delaware 
Ave. corridor) WSIC Permit# 222993, 
5/18/1939 is a single apartment building, 
marking “The End” of Sanitary Housing 
Construction in the District of Colum¬ 
bia. This was the last Sanitary Housing 
structure built within the District of 
Columbia. This once “monumental posi¬ 
tion” within the community (at what was 
an impressive vortex of streets) is now 
encroached upon by the disrespectful 
aggression of “development?” 

Clark’s impressive portfolio of archi¬ 
tecture included an impressive list from 
the current District’s historic registry.

His Legacy 

01/15 1970 - Atlanta’s Ebenezer Bap¬ 
tist Church, the nearby crypt containing 
the remains of Martin Luther King, Jr., 
and his boyhood home are dedicated as 
part of a memorial to be known as the 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Center for Non¬ 
violent Change. 

09/17 1973 - Illinois became the first 
state to honor Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr.’s birthday as a holiday. 

07/11 1977 - The Medal of Freedom 
was awarded posthumously to Rev. Mar¬ 
tin Luther King, Jr. in a White House 
ceremony. 

01/13 1979-A commemorative stamp 
of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. was issued 
by the U.S. Postal Service as part of 
its Black Heritage USA commemorative 
series. The stamp of the slain civil rights 


leader is the second in the 
series. 

01/14 1979 - President 
Jimmy Carter proposed that 
Martin Luther King Jr.’s 
birthday become a federal 
holiday. 

10/19 1981 - The Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Library and 
Archives opened in Atlanta, 
Georgia. Founded by Coret- 
ta Scott King, the facility is 
the largest repository in the 
world of primary resource 
material on Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
nine major civil rights organizations, and 
the American civil rights movement. 

10/19 1983-The U.S. Senate approved 
the establishment of the Martin Luther 
King, Jr. federal holiday on the third 
Monday in January. 

11/02 1983 - President Ronald Reagan 
signed the bill to establish a federal holi¬ 
day in honor of Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr.’s birthday on the third Monday in Jan¬ 
uary. It was the culmination of the efforts 
by many civil rights organizations and 
entertainers, including Stevie Wonder. 

01/20 1986 - The United States 
observed the first federal holiday in honor 
of slain civil rights leader Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr.

The Phase I site plan, presented to secure 
the initial PUD, was a general overview 
of the project without specific details of 
height, surfaces, setbacks, etc. The Metro 
station will remain in its present location 
with 4th Street swinging to the west of 
it and a 20,000 sq. ft. plaza on the east 
between it and Safeway. A more detailed 
Phase II PUD must be ready by Novem¬ 
ber 2006 to comply with the PUD agree¬ 
ment. Waterfront Associates will present 
the detailed plan to the community in 
the fall. The current plan is to keep the 
two towers and have approximately 1400 
parking spaces underground for commer¬ 
cial, residential, and shopping. The well- 
known and respected architect, Shalom 
Baranes, is still the architect of record for 
the project. 

Waterfront Associates is working with 
the city to finalize the plans and respon¬ 


sibilities for the 4th Street cut-through. 
This project will be designed by the 
District Department of Transportation 
(DDOT) and will include “traffic calm¬ 
ing” measures to assure pedestrian and 
community safety. Funds are anticipated 
in the Fiscal 2007 DC Budget, which 
begins October 2006. 

Question about the kinds of retail 
were raised as well as the fate of the four 
remaining establishments. David Smith 
stated that Waterfront Associates is com¬ 
mitted to develop a site that will be sec¬ 
ond to none, and that over 50% of the 
commercial stores will be occupied by 
small businesses. Safeway has 17 years 
remaining in its lease and will continue 
to occupy the same space. CVS, Bank of 
America, and Senate Dry Cleaners may 
be relocated but the intention is to con¬ 
tinue to provide services to the commu¬ 
nity throughout the construction period. 
The emphasis for the newly developed 
retail space is on providing services to 
the neighborhood. Waterfront Associates 
expects road construction to begin by the 
end of 2006. “

“The Old Southwest” Surveyed

O n January 24, students of the 
University of Maryland 2005 
Historic Preservation graduate 
course presented the results of a semes¬ 
ter-long study of “Old Southwest.” The 
presentation was held in the Syphax 
Community Room, which itself has his¬ 
toric status. The students identified 21 
additional “historic resources” in the area 
bounded by M street on the north, South 
Capitol on the east, Anacostia River on 
the south, 2nd and Canal Streets on the 
west. The historic resources range from 
an 1892 row house in the 1300 block 
of South Capitol SW to the 1944 Jas. 
T. Warren Building at 1319/1321 South 
Capitol St, SW. Most buildings identi¬ 
fied as historical buildings are located 
north of Q Street; one exemption is the 
old PEPCO Power Plant on Half Street. 
The preservation of these structures in 
this unique quadrant of the District can 
benefit the Southwest community, as well 
as the city at large. 

The major tools of the survey were 
deeds, building permits, plans, maps and 
photographs. Books, newspapers, and 
journal articles provided additional infor¬ 
mation. The Faculty Advisor, Mary Kon- 


soulis, made the distinction between this 
type of study and a social history, which 
would delve into the life of the commu¬ 
nity. 

The recommendations to the commu¬ 
nity stressed the need to create awareness 
of the rich resources and complex past of 
this area. The students feel that involve¬ 
ment of local individuals and organiza¬ 
tions already researching SW history is 
important. Interest in local history can 
lead to community groups utilizing vari¬ 
ous regulations and incentives such as 
Special Planning Areas, overlay districts 
and other zoning mechanisms that can 
protect a neighborhood. They noted that 
Southwest is and will be impacted by 
development that could threaten historic 
sites. Their final recommendation was 
designation of the residential area as a 
Historic District to provide the most 
protection for the historic structures and 
provide eligibility for a variety of financial 
arrangements to maintain and rehabilitate 
the buildings.

Lea Adams, Marina View Towers Ten¬ 
ant Association President, outlined the 
plans that have been presented to the ten¬ 
ants by Lairfield Properties and expressed 
her personal desire that the rights of the 
tenants who have made their homes at 
Marina View be considered. Lea noted 
issues they were having with the developer 
and will provide a list of their requests 
that they have made to the developer. 
Graham Brock of Lairfield Properties and 
Phil Essocoff, Architect, presented the 
plans for renovation and preservation 
of the original I. M. Pei buildings and 
the gardens designed by Zion & Breen 
Associates with the addition of two larger, 
high-rise condominium buildings on the 
existing parking lots. Such changes will 
require a PUD, Planned Unit Develop¬ 
ment. Lairfield Properties plans to have 
Zion, Breen & Richardson restore the 
gardens and landscape the property. Plans 
will be presented to the community as the 
project develops. 

Lea Adams will provide the SWNA 
Board a copy of their request s of Lair- 
field Properties that were presented at the 
ANC meeting. 

Ateya Ball-Lacy, founder of the Edra 
Derricks School Readiness Learning 
Academy Pounder founder described her 
unique program for readying students for 
academic success. The preschool is located 
in Channel Square. 

Town Center East Tenant Associa¬ 
tion Cecilia Daly and the Vice-President 
reported the success of their two-year pro¬ 
cess that has led to the transference of the 
land by the Redevelopment Land Agency 
Revitalization Corporation (RLARC), a 
subsidiary of National Capitol Redevelop¬ 
ment Corporation (NCRC), which allows 
plans to redevelop Town Center by their 
development partner (Park Inn Associ¬ 
ates) to move forward. 

The remaining tenants have all been 
relocated to the north building. The 
South building will be renovated and 
converted to condominiums. Tenants will 
be able to buy apartments below market 
rate or continue to rent. The remaining 
units will be sold at market rates with a 
requirement that 20% of these units are 
“affordable.” 


The Waterside Towers Residents Asso¬ 
ciation President, Pearl Perry, outlined the 
residents’ difficulty obtaining information 
about the 2003 sale of the property. The 
association is currently in litigation and is 
attempting to untangle issues around the 
sale and current ownership. At present a 
“cease and desist” order is in effect against 
the management who was attempting to 
remove residents’ property from a storage 
room. Sullivan Robinson remarked that 
the sale of Waterside Towers preceded the 
changes in the “Tenants Right to first 
Refusal” law. The loophole in the law, 
often called “95-5”, allowed owners to 
sell up to 99.99% of a building, retain¬ 
ing a small interest, and thereby avoiding 
giving renters “first Refusal” rights and 
a chance to organize to buy the building 
themselves. A change was made by the 
DC City Council in October 2005, but 
this process remains difficult for tenants 
to accomplish in the 90 day period stipu¬ 
lated in the new law. 

Connie Miles, president of the 325 
Tenant Association (Channel Square) and 
resident since 1969, reported the difficul¬ 
ties the tenants are having with building 
maintenance and asked for advice and 
help from other Tenant Association offi¬ 
cers. 

The National Capital Revitalization 
Corporation (NCRC), Waterfront Asso¬ 
ciates, Jennifer Burdoff, Senior Develop¬ 
ment Manager at National Capital Revi¬ 
talization Corporation (NCRC), David 
Smith, Project Manager with forest City, 
andGordon fraley with Kaempfer, pre¬ 
sented the history to date of efforts to 
redevelop Waterside Mall. Waterfront 
Associates, formed by forest City, Kaemp¬ 
fer and Bressler & Reiner, saw the possi¬ 
bilities in 2001 before Southwest became 
a desirable area for redevelopment. They 
presented to the community a plan for 
1.6 million sq. ft. of office space, 70,000 
sq. ft. of ground level retail and 400,000 
sq. ft. of residential space. 

A later revision for fannie Mae, as a 
main tenant, increased the office space to 
2 million sq. ft., 75,000 sq. ft. of retail, 
and a 400,000 sq. ft. residential compo¬ 
nent to be built in the last phase of the 
project. In November 2003, fannie Mae 
signed a non-binding letter of intent to 
occupy 60% of the project and to rede¬ 
sign the site to their needs. The letter of 
intent was withdrawn January, 19, 2005, 
leaving Waterfront Associates to seek a 
major tenant or other ways to develop the 
property. 

The major change that now makes it 
possible for the project to move forward is 
an agreement between Waterfront Associ¬ 
ates and NCRC/RLARC to buy out the 
75-year lease remaining on the property 
in exchange for 20% of the ground at the 
Waterfront Mall site. RLARC will retain 
the northeast corner of the property for 
future development into 400,000 sq. ft. 
of residential use. 

The parcel is valued at $18-24 million 
at current prices. This exceeds the value of 
the existing lease, which is set at $20,000 
per year. “

Year sites located across the country. It 
provides critically needed services to some 
of DC’s most underserved children and 
youth. 

Their main work with Amidon has 
been providing their substance abuse pre¬ 
vention curriculum, for the past several 
years, corps members have delivered an 
8-week substance abuse prevention cur¬ 
riculum to 4th and 5th grade students at 
Amidon. Their relationship with Bowen 
has been growing so that hopefully soon 
they will provide their substance abuse 
prevention curriculum to Bowen students 
as well. On December 10, they held a 
service project at Bowen that engaged 75 
community volunteers in painting and 
revitalizing the school. Projects includ¬ 
ed planting trees throughout the school 
grounds, painting six murals throughout 
the interior and exterior of the school, 
and creating an inviting “book nook” 
where students can read books in a posi¬ 
tive, bright environment. 

The 17-to-24-year-old men and women 


who serve in the program deliver sub¬ 
stance abuse and HIV/AIDS prevention 
education, provide literacy tutoring and 
academic support, organize and imple¬ 
ment leadership development opportu¬ 
nities for middle school students, and 
engage children and adults in community 
service projects to renovate schools, com¬ 
munity centers, and homeless shelters.
